DIRECTOR’S  NOTE 


“This  isn’t  a  happy  musical”  Office  Lockstock  tells  Little  Sally  and  while  there  is  humor  and  a 
lot  of  laughs  in  the  show,  at  its  heart  it  is  a  show  with  a  social  message.  Urinetown,  The  Musical 
was  written  by  Mark  Hollman  (Music  and  lyricsjand  Greg  Kotis  (Lyrics  and  Book).  The  show 
ran  on  Broadway  from  2001  to  2004  and  won  Tony  Awards  for  Best  Book  and  Best  Score.  It  is 
the  story  of  a  town  that  is  in  the  middle  of  a  drought  that  has  forced  the  Government  to  restrict 
water  usage  by  making  it  illegal  to  have  a  private  bathroom.... the  people  have  to  pay  to  use 
public  utilities.  The  public  utilities  are  managed  by  a  giant  corporation,  the  Urine  Good 
Company,  which  manages  the  flow  of  water  through  raising  fees  at  the  public  amenities.  The 
musical  is  a  satire  of  the  legal  system,  capitalism,  social  irresponsibility,  populism,  bureaucracy, 
and  also  parodies  musicals  such  as  The  Cradle  Will  Rock  and  Les  Miserables, 

Like  many  post-modern  contemporary  shows,  Urinetown  does  away  with  the  convention  of 
the  fourth  wall  and  allows  the  actors  to  talk  directly  to  the  audience.  We  decided  to  follow  this 
idea  of  letting  the  audience  be  aware  that  they  are  at  a  theatrical  performance  by  not  hiding  the 
lights,  not  setting  a  specific  time  frame  for  the  show  and  using  units  to  set  place  rather  than  the 
conventional  realistic  settings  that  many  musicals  and  plays  call  for.  The  result,  we  hope,  is  a 
highly  theatrical,  thought  provoking,  yet  fun  evening  of  theatre.  Enjoy  the  show.
